A stunningly handsome gentleman, with piercing green eyes, Robert 
H. Wujciak, East Side High School principal for the past ten years 
plus, takes a look at today's Educational System from a vantage point 
that most educators would probably agree with. "Society in general, 
the State of New Jersey, the country, Newark and parents and the 
court systems have to deal with adolescents in a totally different fashion 
than they did 30 to 40 years ago," Wujciak said.

Thirty years in education, twenty five of which have been with the 
Newark Board of Education has proven him to be correct, in forecasting 
events in taking place in the country. “All students are different and 
they all want to go in different directions," said Wujciak. *The HSPT 
(High School Proficiency Test) although it's the law is insensitive to 
the diversity of students as aforementional.” He further commented, 
“All students are not going to college and again society, civilization as 
we know it today, depends on plumbers, builders, auto mechanics and 
then well trained, make as much money as ‘professionals’.” 

Having made his mark in education, Wujciak got off to an early 
start, receiving an M.A. in biological sciences at the ripe age of 23. He 
admits that because of “religious considerations," his parents sent him
